November 4th the sixth child sud- 
denly developed symptoms of bron- 
chitis, passed rapidly into pneumonia 
and died on the second day. Novem- 
ber 4th the seventh and eighth child- 
ren developed similar conditions and 
died in eight and twelve hours respect- 
ively. These pneumonias were regarded 
more as a terminal condition than as 
the primary cause of death. Drs. 
Allin, Maedonald, Boyle and myself 
saw these last children in consultation 
and came to the same conclusion as 
formerly.
